Indian Land Bill 
Cruz Siva of Palm Springs 
appeared before county super­ 
visors this week and pleaded 
for their support in protest of 
the congressional bill which 
would terminate federal eontrol 
of Indian property in California. 
Siva told the board that he 
represented the Indians of the 
Agua Caliente tribe and their 
reservation here. 
After his appeal, supervisors 
ordered County Counsel Ray 
Sullivan to prepare a resolution 
of protest against the congres­ 
sional bill. The resolution will 
be up for action next week; 
Siva said that many Indians 
are not educated well enough 
to take their place in competi­ 
tive society. He said they will 
need the protection of the gov­ 
ernment for many years to 
come. 
He said many of them who 
hold property would be likely 
to he victimized, to become im ­ 
poverished, and lo become in 
need of state relief.

The new well, which is being 
drilled on Industrial Place near 
the Tahquitz river channel, is 
pari of a 20-year program 
which was developed by the 
W ater Company in 1949 and re­ 
vised in 1951, President Harold 
Hicks reported. 
THE PROGRAM provides for 
doubling of the present popu­ 
lation within 15 years, by 1969, 
with other well development 
also planned during that time. 
Next development will be in 
approximately five years. 
Hicks said lhat the new well 
will he in operation within 60 
days, and will provide 1,200 
gallons of water a minute at

City Council 
A near-record for the city 
was set Tuesday in the m uni­ 
cipal election when 54 per cent 
of eligible voters went to the 
polls in three districts to elect 
councllmen for four-year terms. 
All of the incumbents were 
re-elected w i t h comfortable 
margins. 
Jerry Nathanson won with a 
54 point lead over Clifford 
Campbell and 45 per cent of all 
voles cast in District Two; Jerry 
.Sanborn had a 42 point lead in 
District Four and Frank Miller 
won in District Six with a 100 
point lead. 
IN THE THREE districts 1.669 
were eligible to vote. During 
Ihe day 898 voters went to the 
polls. 
In District Two, out of 1197 
eligible voters. 620 cast their 
; ballots. Only 579 counted, how 
ever, as the election board 


i tossed out 42 ballots as spoiled 
or invalid. Several were not 
marked at all.

POLITICAL ADVERTISING — Some of th e political a d ­ 
vertisements which appeared during the recen t city election 
campaign, bring up the question of how far a new spaper should 
go in censoring advertising in this category. 
F or the benefit 
of our readers, as well as candidates, we believe that a w ord 
of explanation is appropriate at this time. 


We wish to m ake it clear at the outset th at it is the policy 
ol The Desert Sun to make its advertising colum ns available 
to all candidates or civic groups w ho wish to bring to the 
attention of the public, information which w ill be helpful to 
them in determ ining how to vote. W e feel th a t the new spaper 
is an im portant medium through which voters can obtain 
information regarding candidates and issues. 
A dvertising also 
helps focus attention on an election, and interests more people 
in voting, so we feel that political advertising serves a good 


purpose. 
The big problem arises w hen it comes to th e nature of the 
copy. 
It must be remembered that new spapers are held re ­ 
sponsible for w hat is said in advertisements as well as the 
news or editorial columns. 
Some censorship is therefore 
necessary at times for the protection of the new spaper, if no ­ 
thing else. 
W hile it is difficult to draw a line between w h at 
is acceptable and what is objectionable, some* general rules 
can I k * applied. 
Copy should be informative a n d constructive. 
In the case of candidates we believe it to be to the best inter­ 
est of all concerned that copy be limited to biographical facts, 
principles, aims and objectives and, in the case of incum bents, 
their records. 
In the case of advertising concerning bond 
issues, or constitutional or C harter am endm ents it should 
bo permissible to point out w hat some group considers the 
good, as well as the bad. features of the proposals. 
It w ould 
be practically impossible for a newspaper to check on the 
validity of all statements made in such advertisem ents. 
W e 
have to assume that they are made in good faith and that the 
readers get botli sides of the arguments. 
Two other requirem ents which we think a re im portant in 
connection with political advertising are th a t it should be 
plainly marked "political advertising” and th e name of the 
person or organization paying for such advertising should 
be signed to it. 
In the case of a group o r association, the 
name of the president and secretary should be included. 
Take, for instance, a name like "The Taxpayers Protective 
Association.” 
The name could be misleading to readers b e ­ 
cause the group might consist of only two o r three people. 
Readers are entitled to know w hat sort of a group has spon­ 
sored the advertisement. 


While on the subject of political advertising we would like 
to contradict the popular belief that new spapers "get fat" 
from this sort of business or are influenced by it. 
Political 
advertising constitutes about one-tenth of one percent of th e 
annual advertising volume of most newspapers and it brings 
criticism upon them, oftimes w ithout justification. We believe 
that we are safe in saying that there are very few new spapers 
in this country whose support for a candidate could be obtain­ 
ed by political advertising. Political advertising means very little 
to the average newspaper. 
It is at best a little shot in the 
¡>.rm, which sometimes does the patient more harm than good. 


We have decided that this newspaper will establish as d e ­ 
finite a policy as possible regarding political advertising and 
hold firmly to it in the future. 
It will based largely on the 
opinions stated above. 
Our policy will be explained to all 
those individuals or groups who wish to place political ad v er­ 
tising in this newspaper hereafter. 
In so doing we believe 
that we will be serving the best interests of b o th the com m un­ 
ity and the candidates. 
We might point out in closing that any opinions which we 
wish to express regarding candidates or issues will be contain­ 
ed in the editorial columns. 
D uring political campaigns w e 
will run news stories concerning the candidates or proposals 
which we believe to be factual or which are quoted as sta te­ 
ments made bv the candidates. 
W e believe this information 
will be helpful to our readers in making u p their minds how 
they wish to vote. W e do not believe that the average A m eri­ 
can voter is easily fooled. 
Just give them enough facts and 
they always seem to be able to com e up with the right answ er.
